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Continuation of 13. Other: the Declaration, if entered, would not place the case in condition for allowance. The results in Table 9-1 , 
compound (1)-133 is not a compound taught in Murray et al, but the compound preferred by the applicants. The Declaration is not 
commensurate with the scope of the claimed invention. See especially the substituents associated with the compound of formula 2(a) 
which encompasses any substituents and the Declaration fails to clearly explains as to why all substaituents provide the 
photothermographic material with similar results. The results are also related to the silver salt of an organic acid containing silver 
behenate which is the most preferred silver salt of a fatty acid, while the scope of the claims contains silver salt of an organic acid having 
from 10 to 30 carbon atoms. 
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
